Have A Heart 
reaches nearly 

$20,000 

Even though the Have A Heart Fund Drive 
reached its goal of $15,000 for two automatic 
heart defibrillators two weeks ago, citizens who 
want to share in the life-saving program continue 
to send in contributions. 

According to Sam Simpson, Have A Heart 
Fund Committee chairman, the total this week now 
stands at $19,621.25. 

Assistant Fire Chief Roger Lowe, speaking for 
the department in the absence of Fire Chief Tracy, 
stated that the additional $4600 would enable the 
department to purchase accessories for the defibril¬ 
lators. as well as providing continued support for 
the entire Emergeny Medical Services program. 

The program, which costs approximately $6500. 
includes maintenance of the two ambulances 
. and provisions of necessary supplies and 
services. The entire program is underwritten by 
Volunteer Fire Department. None of the funds lor 
this program come from tax dollars. 

He noted that training in the use of the 
defibrillators by the 33 volunteer Emergenicy 
Medical Technicians, who respond to some 600 
emergency medical calls a year, will take place the 
last two weeks of October.

Proofs were pulled from our old proof 
press (now secure under storage boxes 
in the old press room). 

After all that hassle, it didn’t take us 
long to realize that we had to find a way 
to purchase the cold type computers (now 
we have two of them) to make life easier 
for us. 

We got along with hand waxets (how 
we “paste” copy on the boards which 
are the pages) until the woiKlerful staff 
purchased a larger and more sophisticated 
wax machine for my birthday. Halleiujah. 
We were up town. 

Then came our finattcial difficulty 
because costs were outdistancing the 
small amount of advertising we were 
able to draw and the community 
came to save us with their SOS (Save and 
Squeak) campaign. 

I’ve told the story again and again, 
and I can never tell it without great emo¬ 
tion. People bought into the paper with 
total trust and love. Each time I opened 
the front door there would be a pile of 
checks, cash all of it donated. To this 
day I am unable to thank all those 
kind donors because I don’t know who 
they are. 

And then we got back on our 
feet and soon the paper began to progress 
to the point that we actually broke even 
one day. What a marvelous day that was. 
We dipped our pens in black ink instead 
of the usual red Ink. 

Heartfelt thanks to you all, to all of 
you who cared and who still care about 
the Squeak, the Sierra Madre News, The 
News. Our paper. 

We wouldn’t be here without all of 

you. 

Cleaning up 

When will earthquake damage be 
cleaned up in Sierra Madre once and for 
all? 

John Haigh who owns John Haigh 
Associates, the engineering firm working 
toward reconstruction of 1 Kersting Court, 
said Tuesday that the brick for completing 
the front of the building was “on the truck 
on its way from the Midwest.” 

Those bricks, many of which were 
destroyed or damaged In the Oct. 1,1987 
earthquake, had to be replaced. There 
were many left over from the catastrophe 
but not enough, Haigh said. 
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e This week we pass two very important 
dates — Oct. 1 and Oct. 2. It was a year 
ago Oct. 1 that the great earthquake hit us. 

I’m sure you all remember. How can we 
forget? 

And it was on Oct. 2, 1980, that the first 
copy of the Sierra Madre News roiled off the 
presses — with my name on the masthead. 

A very momentous time for me, to say the 
least. You will Find more in the editorial 
section about the latter. 

Back to earthquakes, how much have we 
learned in those 12 months? How much more 
prepared are we? And are all the sites damaged 
by the temblor reconstructed? 

We hope we have learned much from the 
earthquake, mostly precautionary measures and 
preparatory factors. However, there is still a 
building boarded up in Sierra Madre, awaiting 
reconstruction, the former gallery at 1 Kersting 
Court. 

Wouldn’t you think that after a year there 
would be some resolution of the ensuing 
problems? I refer you to an editorial in this issue. 

• Thanks to John Lonborg, son of Jim and 
Jean Lonborg, Sierra Madre is richer by four 
street signs. 

A week ago Friday, while on his way home 
from CalState L. A. where he attends college, 
he noticed some workers from Steing Electrical 
Co. doing some contract work for the county 
in the Sierra Madre Blvd./San Pasqual areas of 
unincorporated East Pasadena. 

“1 spoke to Art Gonzalez of Steiny at 
the location and asked him what he was going 
to do with the signs. He said that since they 
were old and the county didn’t want them 
and could no way recycle them that they would 
just be thrown away. 1 asked Art if 1 could 
have them, and he said ‘yes.’ I told him 
that 1 could not transport them at that time.” 

John gave the man $ 10 to ensure the 
signs being there when he got back. 

The signs, according to the representative 
of Steiny, had been located there since the l940s 
and the county is currently renovating traffic 
control devices. Art told John that the new sig¬ 
nal arms are more modern and more durable. 

“I was thinking at the time that since 
these signs said ‘Sierra Madre Bl.’ on them, 
that some civic-minded group/organization 
here in town might want them, and that they 
shouldn’t just go in the trash, or that maybe 
someone wanted to hang them up in their 
store. So I thought of the Sierra Madre News. 
You can do anything you want with them,” 

John told us. 

Well, John, we are tickled with them and 
hope that the city might use them on either 
side of town, stating the location of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

Two of them are big, bulky and even a bit 
cu.-nbersome. But they are bright green and 
white and beautiful. 

Two of them are navy blue and white, 
and are much smaller. But surely there is a 
place for them, also. 

We plan to ask City Yards Superintendent 
Richard Garcia down to view them, then 
perhaps we can work together with the city 
to see that they are installed at either side 
of Sierra Madre Blvd.

MOUNTAIN CLIMBING IN NEW ZEALAND -

gram, climbed snow-covered mountains in 
New Zealand this summer. 

Arcadia student 
reviews summer 
to New Zeaiand 


During the eight-week 
trip this summer to New 
Zealand, Arcadia High 
School student Tyler 
Crawford climbed vol¬ 
canoes, dug snow caves, 
repelled into a gorge, 
competed in a carpet rol¬ 
ling contest and won a 
starting role on 
the school’s soccer 
team. 

A« a participant in an 
Amt ican Field Service 
Out loor Adventure 
Program, Crawford spent 
five weeks going to 
school in Tokoroa, a 
community of about 
17,000 people located 
in the center of the north 
island. 

His school team 
won a carpet rolling 
contest by getting 86 
students to stand on a 
12-foot roll of carpeting. 
The contest was part of a 
national telethon to raise 
money for child abuse. 

Crawford found school 
easier as he went with 
some 600 students 
to a school that would 
be equivalent to a 
U.S. high school. He 
notes that no one fails 
on the New Zealand 
grading scale. 

He found the people 
to be very interested 
in sports with rugby 
being the most popular 
followed by soccer (foot¬ 
ball to the New Zealand¬ 
ers) and field hockey. 
Crawford made the 
first II, or starting 
team, for his high school 
soccer squad. 


The last three weeks 
of his trip found the 
Arcadia student joining 
26 other Americans and 
their New Zealand 
instructors on a two- 
day climb of Mt. 
Ruapehu, at approxi¬ 
mately 29,000 meters, 
the highest point on the 
north island. 

They dug a snow cave 
to sleep 11 comfortably, 
reports Crawford, who 
goes on to explain that 
after reaching the top 
of the volcano, they 
descended by glissade, 
which is sitting down on 
the snow and using an 
ice ax as rudder and 
brake.

Though her family 
lived in one of the nicer 
homes, electricity and 
running water were lux¬ 
uries on which she 
could not depend. 

While her African 
father was westernized, 
having been educated in 
London, the grandfather 
had 11 wives and 56 
children. Lechler adds 
that there was always 
extended family who 
visited. 

Her immediate family 
included the father, 
owner of a manufactur¬ 
ing business, her mother 
who was a caterer, and 
three children, one an

York and a sister who 
was in national service. 
That is, she was serving 
the government tor one 
year before she began 
her college educa¬ 
tion which is paid tor 
by the government. Up¬ 
on graduation she will 
be obligated for further 
service.

Joanne Ward, an 
Arcadia High School 
graduate who cur¬ 
rently is a student at 
Pasadena City College, 
spent two months this 
summer in Finland as an 
American Field Service 
participant. 

She reports that be¬ 
cause she had such a 
“fabulous’’ time, 
she is studying German 
to help prepare her for 
another potential stu¬ 
dent exchange program. 
She feels that with know- 
lege of English and 
German she can travel 
throughout moM ol 
Europe. 

While in Finland, this 
17-year-old native of 
Arcadia lived with a 
family of four in the 
small town of Kerava, 
located a half hour from 
Helsinki.

soggily from plastic bags beneath the 
water. 

We lingered wistfully over out last 
breakfast, surrounded by joyous bird 
songs and sweet aroma of plumeria, 
wafted on the gentle trade winds of 
this perpetual paradise which even the 
worst of hurricanes could not destroy.

Like most folks with itchy feet, 
we have a list of Dream Destinations, 
but, for one reason or another, we 
always seem to be off to some place 
else. 

Hawaii has never been on our Dream 
List. Hula skirts and ukeleles just aren’t 
our cup of tea. Business was the lure 
for us, not beauty. We expected to 
endure more than enjoy. 

Instead, we found a paradise wor¬ 
thy of the name, with a special kind 
of magic that other “paradi.ses” — like 
the Caribbean or the Mexican Riviera — 
cannot match. 

Our first stop was Kauai, the 
“Garden Island.’ We renamed it the 
Rainbow Island, with four or five 
shimmering double rainbows enhancing 
its beauty each day. 

We stayed at the Waiolai Hotel 
on Poipu Beach were Hurricane Iwa 
beset paradise with its fury years ago. 

The hotel, the only concrete struc¬ 
ture in the area, served as a refuge 
during the storm and both guests and 
refugees huddled on the third and fourth 
floors as 150 mph winds and gigantic 
waves ripped through the first two 
stories. Luxury homes and hotels to 
the west were reduced to kindling and 
beachside roads turned into rubble. 
Much of the damage was still evident 
and the awesome power of Mother Na¬ 
ture lingered on. 

A visit to the Spouting Horn 
was accomplished via detour roads 
through sugar cane fields, where trucks 
loaded with ludicrously large and messy 
loads of cane churned the red earth to 
powder. Dedicated shoppers will find 
an intriguing array of stalls set up at 
the approach to the Horn, and this 
“DS’’ found irresistable shells, bargain 
basketry wind chimes and a necklace 
and bracelets of apple coral. 

The Horn spouted and groaned 
beyond the stall with all the grand 
aplomb of King Kamehameha himself. 

The wettest spot on earth, Kauai’s 
Waialeale Volcano, provided a drive 
up Waimaea Canyon, dripping with 
flowering vines, trees and ferns and 
overlooking red and gold canyons, Na 
Pali Coast, touted as the world’s most 
beautiful coastline, and Niihau, the 
Forbidden Island. 

We lunched in Kokee State Park 
where the native chickens pecked im¬ 
periously amidst the visiting traffic, 
protected by law as living descendants 
of the first Polynesian treasures brought 
to the Islands, and a museum illustrated 
the evolution of the land, together with 
ancient artifacts discovered in the area. 

A morning of scuba diving for my 
husband afforded time for a lei making 
lesson, offered by the hotel, followed 
by an arduous search for lei needles 
for future projects at home. Note: with 
all the leis in the Island, lei needles are 
hard to find. 

Another day brought visits to 
Kauai’s famed Fern Grotto, still evi¬ 
dencing much mauling from Iwa, and 
the noted Torchlighting Ceremony at 
Coco Palms, complete with blowing 
of conch shells and beating of drums. 
Ek>th the boat trip to the Grotto and 
the Torch Lighting should be labeled 
as hokey, but fun. 

The Kauai Museum, in Lihue, 
sported photos of the early mission¬ 
aries and all the zeal depicted by 
Michener’s “Hawaii” was evident in 
their stern, unbending gazes. 

A morning of snorkling brought 
hi>ardes of rainbow-hued fish to sample 
tidbits of hamburger bun, offered

parcels totaling at least 15,(XX) square feet. They 
own 73 percent of the downtown property 
with the NPOs ownership representing 32 per¬ 
cent. Fifty-nine others own the 
remaining 27 percei t of the central business 
district properties. 

Increase the major property ownership 
definition up to 20,(XX) square feet, include three 
of the NPOs and there are 12 entities owning 
63 percent of the downtown property. 

Although there are single and multi-family 
uses in the downtown area, they are not included 
in the above figures. They do have an impor¬ 
tant impact on the revitalization process. The 
intent in presenting ownership information has 
been to deal with commercial business use 
properties only. 

From Main Street’s perspective the pro¬ 
perty ownership statistical data is an important 
backdrop against which reviializaiton decisions 
must be made. Lhe complexity of ownership 
numbers, kinds of owners, locations of pro¬ 
perties, basic community policies as well as 
development attitudes all affect Main Street’s 
ability to conduct a successful revitalization 
project.

Conclusions resulting from the analysis of 
statistical data can be dangerously misleading. 
This certainly is the case when considering 
the relationship of various downtown property 
ownerships with the revitalization process. 

There are 78 downtown property owners. 
That number includes the city of Sierra Madre, 
a church, community medical facility and a 
not-for-profit rehabilitation center. These four 
entities I’ve labeled “non-private owners” 
(NPOs). The label is strictly for reference 
brevity!
